BEGIN QUOTE: WE HAVE LEARNED THAT THERE HAS BEEN A COUP IN THE 
GREEK CYPRIOT SECTOR. ALTHOUGH IT IS REPORTED THAT THE INTERVENTION 
WAS A MOVEMENT DIRECTED SOLEY AGAINST THE GREEK CYPRIOT 
ADMINISTRATION, AS YOU KNOW THE CYPRUS PROBLEM IS AN 
INTERNATIONAL PROBLEM WHICH GIVES BASIC OBLIGATIONS TO TURKEY, 
GREECE, GREAT BRITAIN AND THE TWO COMMUNITIES THROUGH 
AGREEMENTS. IT IS NATURAL THAT TURKEY WILL NOT PERMIT THE 
VIOLATION OF THE STATUS DETERMINED BY AGREEMENT. TURKISH 
AND GREEK CYPRIOT COMMUNITIES ARE AN INDEPENDENT STATE 
LIVING TOGETHER WITHOUT IMPOSING THE DOMINATION OF ONE OVER 
THE OTHER AND THEY SHALL REMAIN SO. IT IS CLEAR THAT THE

DENKTASH THIS MORNING MADE STATEMENT ON BAYRAK RADIO AND SAID IN 
PART: 



BEGIN QUOTE: WE ARE FOLLOWING THE SITUATION CLOSELY TOGETHER WITH 
TURKISH AUTHORITIES. IN THIS SITUATION WHICH WE BELIEVE IS AMONG 
THE GREEKS, OUR DUTY IS TO PROTECT OUR OWN INTERNAL 
SECURITY, TAKE DEFENSE MEASURES, AND NOT TO GET INVOLVED IN 
ANY MANNER IN THE EVENTS TAKING PLACE AMONG THE GREEKS. 

OUR CITIZENS SHOULD AVOID TRAVELING AS MUCH AS POSSIBLE.. .END QUOTE.
